Chief Engineer’s Report. 


In compliance with the law I submit the follow 
ing report: 

The fire apparatus consists of an Amoskeag fire 
engine, the “ Daniel Webster”, No. 1. 30 feet of 
suction hose, and the necessary discharge pipes, 
nozzles, lanterns, and tools, the Kenrick hose car- 
riage, with 650 feet of 2) inch leather hose, and 600 
feet rubber-lined hose, a hook and ladder truck, with 
a good supply of ladders,and the necessary appa- 
ratus to go with the same, in good condition ; aly 
located in the engine-house on Central street, near 
the lower paper-mill, in Franklin Falls village; one 
hand hose carriage, with 450 feet of 2)inch rubber- 
lined hose, located at No. 1 paper-mill, and 200 feet 
2!-inch rubber-lined hose, located at Taylor’s foundry 
in connection with new force-pumps and new build- 
ing; ‘“ Franklin” fire engine, No. 1, with hose reel, 
and about 800 feet of 2-inch leather hose, located on 
Main street, in Franklin village.

Anew brick reservoir has been built on Pearl 
street in place of the old one, dimensions the same, 
16 feet in diameter, 9 feetdeep. The Kenrick res- 
ervoir has been repaired, and a pipe laid to the Pear! 
street reservoir, which is 16x11 feet, 24 feet deep, 
which gives a good supply of water on Willow Hill. 
Reservoirs on High and School streets have been 
repaired and contain a good supply of water. All 
the reservoirs are in good condition, except the one 
at the depot, which is in much need of repair. The 
water from the reservoirs and supply from the mills 
are sufficient for an ordinary fire, but not equal to a 
large conflagration.

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Liquor Prosecution, 


According to the vote of the Town to prosecute 
the illegal sale of liquor, we have served seventy-five 
warrants for violation of the liquor law. Arrests or 
searches were made in all these cases but three. 
In twenty-four cases, including those for sale of 
beer, fines were paid. In nine cases small fines for 
drunkenness were imposed. In the remaining 
thirty-nine cases nothing was received, and we paid 
the costs and expenses of the prosecution. The 
balance of the amount received, after paying all 
costs and expenses of all the prosecutions, both the 
successful and unsuccessful ones, has been paid 
over to the Town Treasurer, to wit, the sum of 
$285.81. 


In the expenditures for roads and bridges are 
several large sums for permanent improvements; 
such as building bank wall on Pleasant Street, and 
Main Street, West Village, at a cost of about $500; 
new road, Willow Hill, $250; sewer pipe, $1,000; 
the material used for 26 catch basins cost $650; 
breaking roads after the big storm and blow, com- 
mencing January 26th, 1888, $1,200. The storm 
of March, 1887, cost the town $500.
